To:-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Adlington. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1938. 

The  number  of  live  hirths  attributable  to  the  District  was  3 more  than  in 
the  previous  year,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  14*4  per  1000  population  as  compared 
with  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  16.4. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  District  was  13  less  than  in  the 
year  1937*  giving  a Death  Rate  of  11.1  per  1000  population  as  compared  with  the 
Death  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  11.7.  It  should  be  noted  that  26  of 
the  deaths  which  occurred  were  of  persons  7o  or  more  years  of  age;  of  these  10  were 
73  or  more,  7 were  80  or  more  and  one  was  90  years  of  age. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  whilst  there  were  3 more  deaths  from  Coronary 
heart  disease  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  deaths  from  other  forms  of 
heart  disease  were  reduced  by  14.  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms 
were  reduced  from  14  in  1937  to  7 in  1958.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  other  causes  show  only  minor 
variations . 


During  the  year  one  infant  under  the  age  of  one  year  died:  there  were  no 
infant  deaths  in  1957. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  for  the  second  consecutive  year  there  were  no 
stillbirths  registered* 


In  regard  to  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  only  10  were  notified,  of 
which  7 were  Dysentery.  The  cases  of  Dysentery  were  confined  to  one  small  area, 
and  the  illness  was  of  a mild  character;  because  of  this  it  is  possible  the  aotual 
number  of  persons  affected  did  not  come  to  light. 

„ During  the  year _ 5 houses  scheduled  for  Slum  Clearance  have  been  closed  by 
the  Council  and  demolished  by  the  owners.  Further  scheduled  houses  will  be 
dealt  with  in  this  way  in  1959. 


Since  the  installation  of  the  chlorinating  plant  at  the  Harding  Street 
Pumphouse  all  water  samples  taken  during  the  year  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Durnig  I958  the  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the  flooding  which 
takes  place  m certain  parts  of  the  district  after  heavy  rainfall,  and  the 
adequacy  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  to  deal  with  additional  sewage  proposed  to 
be  treated  from  an  adjoining  district,  and  have  decided  to  appoint  a firm  of 

Consultant  Engineers  to  prepare  a report  upon  the  whole  system  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal.  6

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 


There  is  now  no  County  Midwife  resident  in  the  District.  The  service  is 
provided  from  adjacent  areas. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

The  large  majority  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  area  attend  the  ante— natal 
at  2/4  St.  Thomas’s  Square,,  Chorley,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Divisional  Health  Service. 


Maternity  Beds.

SANITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply . 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  the  Blackrod  Reservoir 
(by  arrangement  with  Blaclcrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from  a 
tapping  of  the  conduits  taking  the  Manchester  Supply  from  Thirlmere  (by 
arrangement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation.  The  supplies  are  inter- 
changeable and  complementary . 

In  1537  n chlorinating  plant  was  installed  at  Harding  Street  Pumphouse, 
since  which  time  samples  of  water  taken  have  proved  satisfactory.  The 
Blackrod  supply  was  already  chlorinated  and  samples  taken  from  that 
authority  were  consistently  satisfactory* 


During  the  year  8 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  ba.cteriological 
analysis.  All  were  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

Every  house  in  the  area  has  a ’’main  supply"  . The  average  daily  consumption 
was  127,582  gallons  which  gives  a consumption  per  head  of  the  population 
of  30.55  gallons  daily. 

During  the  year  extensions  were  made  to  the  water  mains  in  Peel  Street, 
Granville  Street  and  Highfield  Road  to  serve  new  properties  being  built. 


Only  34  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  These 
have  septic  tanks.  Sewerage  disposal  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration 
over  3 coke  filters  at  the  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at  Harrisons  Parm.  The 
effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Douglas.  The  Sewage  Works  was 
modernised  in  1931*  Further  extensions  are  under  consideration. 

An  extension  to  the  sewer  in  Highfield  Road  was  made  during  the  year. 


Refuse  Collection 


1478  moveable  ashbirs  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  two  sites.

The  onus  for  the  satisfactory  maintenance  of  drains  and  closets  is  upon 
the  property  owners  and  such  work  is  not  undertaken  hy  the  Local  Authority, 

Lavatories  and  Urinals, 

There  are  public  lavatories  at  the  upper  and  leaver  Recreation  Grounds,  and 
modem  sanitary  conveniences  at  Station  Road  and  Babylon  Lane,  The  Conven- 
iences are  cleaned  daily  by  the  Local  Authority* s staff.  Trouble  is  still 
experienced  because  of  the  wilful  damage  that  is  persistently  being  done  to 
the  two  modern  sanitary  conveniences. 


Shops  and  Offices 

There  are  from  90-100  registered  Shops  in  the  area.  No  action  was  token 
under  the  Shops  Acts  or  Public  Health  Act,  1936*  during  the  year.  The  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  acting  as  their  agent.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  made 
94  visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year.

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  for  excessive  smoke  emissions  during  the 
year,  but  personal  contact  with  the  firms  and  their  boiler  personnel  was 
maintained  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  remaining  provisions  under  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1956  became  operative  as  follows:- 


Sections  1 & 2,  which  with  certain  exceptions  prohibit  the  emission  of  dark 
smoke  from  chimneys. 

Sections  5 to  9, which  regulate  the  discharge  of  grit  and  dust  from  furnaces. 
Section  1 6,  which  provides  new  powers  for  dealing  with  smoke  nuisances. 
Sections  19  & 20,  which  prohibit  dark  smoke  from  railway  engines  and  ships. 

Disinfestation  of  Houses, 

One  house  was  found  to  be  slightly  infested  during  the  year  1958,  and  was 
treated  with  Pyrethum  D.D.T.  powder  with  good  effect.

The  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is  from  the  mains.

HOUSING-  CONDITIONS 


Although  houses  built  since  1914  are  brick,  houses  built  before  that  date  Eire 
mainly  stone-built  with  slated  roofs.  These  are  mostly  of  the  two  or  three  bedroom 
terrace  type  and  lack  modem  amenities  such  as  hot  water  systems,  bathrooms  and 
food  stores.  Their  average  age  is  60-70  years,  and  the  prevailing  defects  are 
dampness  and  to  a much  lesser  extent,  roofs,  but  for  the  most  part  they  are  well- 
maintained*  Many  of  these  houses  are  now  owner-occupied  and  have  been  modernised 
already,  and  works  of  improvement  are  being  regularly  carried  out  to  bring  more  of 
them  up  to  modem  standards. 


A few  years  ago  the  County  Council  introduced  a scheme  for  the  Housing  of  the 
Aged.  This  scheme  offers  grants  to  Housing  Authorities  for  the  provision  of  certain 
welfare  facilities  (e.g.  warden,  laundry,  common  room  etc.)  in  connection  with  the 
authorities  * "Housing  of  the  Aged"  , During  the  year,  the  Council  gave  consider- 
ation to  this  matter,  but  no  decision  has  been  reached. 


No  further  Housing  Schemes  were  contemplated  during  the  year. 


35  applications  for  houses  were  received  during  the  year,  7 of  these  being 
from  persons  living  outside  Adlington.  Six  of  the  Adlington  applicants  have  since 
bought  their  own  house  and  only  4 of  the  remainder  are  not  already  living  in  their 
own  homes,  these  being  newly  married.  Eight  applicants  are  living  in  their  own 
homes  but  would  like  an  old  people* s bungalow.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


In  April  1956  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Areas)  Order  came 
into  force,  and  so  far  as  Adlington  is  concerned,  it  became  necessary  for 
retailers  to  sell  only  designated  milk  - Tuberculin-tested,  Pasteurised  or 
Sterilised, 


There  are  4 producer-retailers  with  premises  in  Adlington  and  4 retailers 
with  premises  outside  the  district  retailing  milk  in  Adlington,  In  addition 
there  are  4 shops  licensed  to  sell  Sterilized  Milk, 


There  is  only  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  within  the  district,  and  this  is 
only  used  in  case  of  emergency. 


There  are  5 Butchers  and  one  Pork  Butcher  in  the  district,  and  20  visits 
were  made  to  these  shops  during  the  year,  and  to  meat  preparing  premises, 

(c)  Other  Foods. 

Places  where  other  foods  are  prepared,  or  kept  for  sale  are  inspected 
frequently  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


There  are  10  small  bakehouses  and  4 fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  - all 
are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

40  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  prepared  were  made  during  the  year 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.
